Claims 9-1 1 drawn to a target compound, classified in class 568, 
subclass 852.

(1) that the process and apparatus as claimed can be used to make another and 
materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process and apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In 
the instant case, the product as claimed can be made by another and materially 
different process and apparatus for its practice such as: azeotropic process and 
device; steam stripping method and device; and reactive distillation process and 
device as recognized by applicant noting, e.g., pages 2-4 of the specification; 
and therefore not necessarily limited to the claimed process/method/apparatus 
as are embodied in the group I invention. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
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classification; and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their 
recognized divergent subject matter above; and the search required e.g., for 
Group I is not required for Group II and vice versa, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
